Inspectors  and  throughout  the  year  I have  had  the  enthusiastic 
help  and  support  first  of  Hr.  licCutcheon,  who  resigned  at  the 
end  of  the  year  in  order  to  talie  up  another  appointment,  and 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  from  Mr,  Angus,  who  has  brought 
enthusiasm  and  capacity  for  work  from  Scotland. 

I have  througho^it  the  year  received  help  and  co-operation 
from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  my  Committee  and  I find  myself 
ill  the  fortunate  position  of  having  no  grievances  to  air  in 
this  Report.

Water  Supply 
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Tlie  water  supply  for  the  district  is  provided  by  the  Urban  District 
Council  and  is  obtained  froii  two  deep  bores  at  the  Council  Waterworks, 

South’ linster  Road,  In  addition  to  the  deep  bores  there  are  four  Abyssinian 
Tubes  ivhich,  although  not  nornally  used,  were  used  during  the  Sunner  nonths 
to  augment  the  supply  and  meet  the  demand.  There  still  exists  in  the 
district  a lack  of  suitable  and  adequate  aeons  of  storage. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  fron  time  to  tine  to  check  quality  and 
the  nunber  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  is  as  follows 

Borehole  No.  2 - 5 bacteriological  and  1 cheaical  sample. 

Holst  Tov/er  - 8 bacteriological  samples. 

Abyssinian  Tubes  - 3 bacteriological  sanples. 

The  results  of  these  samples  shov/  that  the  water  is  clear  and  bright 
in  appearance  and  of  a bacteriologica,!  purity  consistent  with  a wholesome 
water. 


Two  further  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  fron 
private  supplies.  One  of  these  samples  gave  an  unsatisfactory  result  and 
immediate  steps  were  taken  to  have  a fault  in  the  chlorinating  plant  corrected. 

Factories 


There  are  in  the  district  48  premises  which  are  registered  in  terms 
of  the  Factories  Act  l>6l.  In  course  of  the  year  55  routine  visits  of  inspec- 
tion were  made  to  factor^'-  premises  in  the  area. 

Four  notifications  were  received  from  H.i/H  Inspector  of  Factories 
regarding  defective  sanitary  accomiiodation  at  four  factories.  Informal 
Notices  were  seia’-ed  on  each  occupier  of  the  premises  concerned  and  the 
defects  were  remedied  before  the  expiry  of  the  year. 

It  v;as  also  found  necessary  to  seirve  a v/ritten  Notice  requiring  the 
provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  a Building  Site.  This  had  the  desired 
effect  and  the  required  facilities  vrere  provided. 

As  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Appendix  I to  this  Report 
sets  out  the  prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories 
Act  1961. 

Houseboats  and  Jetties 


In  terms  of  the  Essex  County  Council  Act  1952  the  ov/ners  of  every 
houseboat  must  make  application  to  the  Local  Authority  seeking  their  consent 
to  moor  houseboats  and  to  the  placing  of  jetties  thereto  within  this  district. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  nunber  of  houseboats  for  whicIT  consent  had  been 
given  was  13,  8 of  these  having  jetties. 

The  demolition  and  complete  removal  of  one  derelict  houseboat  was 
conpieted  in  1962. 


Houseboats  and  Jetties  (Contd.) 
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The  total  nuiber  of  houseboats  is  two  less  than  in  the  previous  year 
and  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a Statutory  Notice  v/as  served  on  the  ovraer  of 
one  vessel  requiring  hin  to  renove  it  within  a period  of  three  uonths.  In 
Septenber  the  owner  of  the  vessel  complied  with  this  Notice. 

Difficulties  arose  as  to  the  v/hereabouts  of  the  owner  of  the  second 
houseboat  and  consequently  no  application  has  been  nade  to  the  Council  for 
permission  to  noor  it  within  the  district.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  early 
part  of  1963  the  ovmer  will  be  found  when  the  necessary  action  can  be  taken. 

Caravans  and  Canping  Sites 

The  number  of  caravan  sites  in  the  district  remained  at  3 which 
included  that  oxvaed  and  operated  by  the  Comicil.  The  sites  are  in  use  from- 
April  until  October  only. 

Inprovenients  continue  to  be  made  in  the  two  privately  ovmed  sites 
to  bring  the  areas  into  conformity  with  conditions  laid  down  in  the  site 
licences.  At  one  of  these  private  sites  the  iuprovenents  included  re- 
surfacing of  roads  and  alterations  to  sanitary  conveniences. 

With  regard  to  the  Council's  site  additional  land  drainage  work 
was  completed  and  work  in  connection  with  road  inprovenents  was  commenced. 

A portion  of  the  land  on  the  Council's  Playing  Fields  is  set  aside 
for  Campers  and  has  proved  to  be  very  popular,  particularly  during  Bank 
Holidays.  It  is  envisaged  that  new  sanitary  accommodation  xvill  be  provided 
shortly  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Campers  and  the  General  Public. 

23  visits  were  made  to  caravan  sites  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of 
sanitary  conditions.

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At  the  end  of  I96I  the  Council  appointed  a part  tine  Rodent 
Operator  to  work  tinder  the  direction  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  The 
Operator  is  a person  who  shov;s  interest  and  devotion  to  his  work  and  has 
proved  an  asset  since  he  couuenced  his  duties.  Ilis  efforts  have  resulted 
in  a considerable  decrease  in  the  vemin  population  of  this  district  and 
I on  satisfied  that  the  situation  is  well  under  control.

There  was  an  increase  over  last  year  in  the  number  ^of  capp-iications 
received  for  Inprovenent  Grants  from  ovmers  of  houses  constructed  pre  1945. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  present  trend  will  continue  and  that  many  more 
property  owners  will  endeavour  to  improve  and  modernise  their  dwellings. 
There  exists  in  this  district  a number  of  houses  which  although  sound  in 
construction  are  sub  standard.  They  lack  proper  bathroom,  toilet  and  food 
storage  accommodation  and  satisfactory  hand  washing  facilities.  They  also 
lack  hot  water  systems  for  domestic  purposes.  Many  of  these  dwellings  are 
tenanted  and  it  is  noticeable  that  many  landlords  do  not  readily  avail 
themselves  of  the  provisions  of  the  House  Purchase  & Housing  Act,  v/hereby 
they  could  modernise  properties  with  the  aid  of  Lnprovement  Grants.  Many 
tenants  thus  continue  to  live  in  surroundings  which  are  rather  mediocre. 

Applications  received  and  approved  during  the  year  for  Standard 
Improvement  Grants  totalled  17.  Of  this  nuiber  15  v/ere  from  owner 
occupiers,  only  2 therefore  were  from  landlords  in  respect  of  tenanted 
houses. 


No  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  were  made  during  the  year. 

No  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under 
the  Rent  Act  1957.

FOOD  HyOIEJ'IE 


Routine  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises  in  the  district  and 
there  were  no  serious  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

There  is  ample  room  for  improvement  in  all  branches  of  food  handling 
and  particularly  in  the  education  of  personnel  in  their  responsibilities  to  the 
general  public.  The  ovmers  of  food  businesses  must  be  hygiene  conscious  if  the 
intent  of  the  legislation  is  to  be  attained  in  full.  A careless  food  handler  is 
a menace  even  although  he  may  work  in  hygienic  premises.  The  role  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  is  as  always  to  assist  rather  than  hastily  condemn,  but  the 
tinwilling  trader  must  expect  little  mercy.

There  are  in  the  district  30  premises  registered  under  Section  l6  of 
the  Food  & Drugs  Act  1955,  26  of  these  being  in  respect  of  ice  cream  premises 
and  4 for  the  purpose  of  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted, 
pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food  intended  for  sale. 

The  registration  of  the  manufacturers  or  vendors  of  ice  cream  is  also 
secured  by  Section  158  of  the  Essex  County  Council  Act  1933  and  the  number  of 
persons  registered  is  26. 


During  the  year  a total  of  23  inspections  was  made  of  these  premises. 
No  manufacture  of  ice  cream  is  carried  out  in  the  district. 

Sampling 


Two  samples  of  oysters,  4 samples  of  milk  and  3 samples  of  ice  cream 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

Food  Complaints 

Only  one  complaint  was  received  relative  to  the  quality  of  food.  This 
was  in  respect  of  peanuts,  which  on  being  subjected  to  bacteriological  examina- 
tion showed  the  product  to  be  sterile.  No  further  action  was  taken. 

Meat  Inspection 

Only  one  private  slaughterhouse  exists  in  this  district  and  this  was 
brought  into  conformity  with  the  appropriate  Regulations  before  a licence  was 
granted  in  mid-196l.  Since  that  date  the  slaughterhouse  has  been  operated  in 
an  efficient  manner  and  has  maintained  a high  hygienic  standard. 

56  visits  vrere  made  to  the  slaughterhouse  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting 
post  mortem  a total  of  385  animals.

The  total  nuraber  of  houses  o^vned  by  the  Council  is  232.  The  manage- 
ment, supervision  and  maintenance  of  these  properties  is  the  responsibility 
of  this  department  and,  as  no  direct  labour  is  employed,  repairs  are  ordered 
to  and  undertaken  mainly  by  three  local  Contractors, 

In  1961  the  Council  approved  an  external  redecoration  colour  scheme 
programme  for  all  Council  Houses.  The  scheme  provides  that  at  the  expiry  of 
a four  year  period  all  houses  will  conform  to  an  overall  colour  scheme. 

During  I96I  68  properties  were  redecorated,  and  in  I962  a further  56  properties 
were  similarly  dealt  with.  One  hundred  and  fifty  visits  were  made  to  supervise 
the  work  in  progress  during  the  year.
